The actual circulation outside the Treasury 
has been close to $1,500,000,000 for several 
months past. Hence the proposed maximum 
issue would amount to an increase of about 
13 per cent. While it is by no means certain 
the measure would afford the relief aimed at, 
it would be far from satisfying those who 
have recently clamored for a currency issue 
that would permit the advancing of $1,000,- 
000,000 or more in the fall of the year 
for the purpose of enabling the farmers 
to hold their grain for a market high enough 
to suit them. That it would fail to content 
others may be inferred from a look at the con- 
ditions of the money market this year. Strin- 
gency has been the rule in spite of an ex- 
pansion of more than $60,000,000 this au- 
tumn anda total volume of currency much 
larger than usual. The history of the last few 
months sufficiently proves what had been 
known by thinking men before, that a specu- 
lative mania is fostered by expansion of the 
circulating medium, and that when once it has 
got under way it absorbs everything in sight 
for the time being, the stringency growing 
fast by what it feeds on. It may not be easy 
for the ordinary business-man to conceive 
how with such an enlargement the money 
could be locked up so as to make it artificially 
tight,“ but the great financiers have shown 


| themselves able to grapple successfully with 
similar 


difficulties in the past, and probably 
would prove themselves equal to the emer- 
gency if any occasion should arise in the fut- 
ure offering a sufficient inducement for a tem- 
porary blocking of the loan market. 

It is not at all clear that the bonds, if taken 
up by the people, would be forced out of the 
Treasury in times of excitement. The ex- 
change would necessarily be a slow process 
conducted through banks whose interests 
might lie in the other direction and ham- 
pered by the fact that during periods of finan- 
‘cial uncertainty many people would be all the 
more anxious to keep their surplus in a sure 
place, being unattracted by the gaudy promise 
of high interest on risky loans. The con- 
version of the bonds into cash could not be 
assured without giving the Treasury power to 
issue an order that under a named penalty 
some or all of them must be paid in when 
called. Experience with those drawing higher 
rates shows that such an order wohid be hard 
to enforce, and the power it would place in 
the hands of an official to interfere with the 
course of the money market could not be 
otherwise than a dangerous one. An angel 
could not meet the responsibilities of the of- 
fice during such a time as has been experi- 
enced m the last two or three weeks without 
being accused of acting in opposition to the 
interests of large and influential classes, and 
anything less than an angel would be open to 
the charge of improper motives. 

None of those who claim that thereis not 
enough money in the country for the needs of 
commerce will be able to see how the pro- 
posed issue of bonds would do any good ex- 
cept as bank notes were put out against them 
by the Government. To say that those notes 
were exchangeable only for bonds, and not 
subject to redemption in specie if such were 
demanded by the holder, would expose them to 
the risk of a heavy discount, such as the paper 
currencies of some other countries are afflicted 
with. To make them payable in specie which 
had not been deposited against them would 
open up possibilities of not more desirable 
‘conditions. In what other way could they be 
provided for?

It is possible that the Committee on Ways 
and Means may be able to defeat the repeal or 
any modification of the McKinleylaw. Of the 
eight Republican members of that committee 
McKinley, La Foliette, and Gear have been 
defeated, while Burrows’ majority was cut 
down from 4,100 to a few hundreds, and 
Payne’s from 10,500 to 2,000. But the lessons 
of the 4th of November appear to have been 
thrown away on these individuals. Their 
hearts have been hardened like that of Pha- 
raoh, instead of being softened, and they would 
probably rather see the party sunk at the bot- 
tom of the ocean than own up that they made 
a colossal blunder. They are posing as Amer- 
ican Parnells. 

Supposing the Committee on Ways and 
Means, though disowned by the Republican 
party, persists in acting as its leaders, and sup- 
posing it is impossible to find in Congress a 
large enough body of resolute Republicans to 
bid them defiance and give effect to the re- 
cently expressed will of the party. If the Mc- 
Kinley bill is unaltered March 4, 1891, it will 
be because the ruling members want an extra 
session of the next Congress, the House being 
Democratic, to take the responsibility of mod- 
ifying the tariff or of keeping the present law 
on the statute books as long as possible, 
either by the slim Republican majority in the 
Senate, if any, or by the President's veto of a 
repeal bill, thus making the Reed-Quay-Mc- 
Kinley measure the issue in the Presidential 
election of 1892. 

If the law is not changed at the extra ses- 
sion the Eastern mill bosses will have till the 
summer of 1898 before a Democratic Congress 
and President can wipe out the law and stop 
the fat-frymg of the consumers, but in the 
meantime many mill bosses will make money 
enough to provide their dude sons with yachts 
and racing stables and buy titles of nobility 
for their dudine daughters. These are the 
ambitions of the mill bosses, and so they can 
gratify them what does it matter to them that 
the Republican party is knocked into a cocked 
hat! Greed—not politics—is what actuates 
them. 

It may be that the members of the Ways 
and Means Committee, because they hate to 
own up to a blunder, and perhaps because 
they think a mill boss the noblest work of 
God, will refuse to let their evil work be un- 
done. If so, they and those other Republican 
members who stand by them must bear the 
responsibility. Those of them who did not 
meet their fate on the 4th will meet it two 
years hence. The political career of every 
Congressman who stands by the McKinley bill 
after the late popular verdict will come to an 
end just as soon as his constituents can get at 
him. Therefore, gentlemen, do not be head- 
strong and obstinate. 


THEY DO NOT SPEAK FOR THE PEOPLE. 

Joseph Nimmo Jr. was once Chief of the 
Bureau of Statistics.. Owmg to the circula- 
tion at Government expense of a large num- 
ber of reports with his name on them several 
persons became aware of the existence of such 
an individual. Out of the 62,000,000 inhabi- 
tants of the United States, however, it is not 
likely that 5,000 have the least idea that Nim- 
mo is in existence. Consequently it is a litt ie 
cheeky when the ex-statistician pretends to 
speak for the people of this country and, 
parrot-like, repeats the words of McKinley 
announcing dogmatically what the people 
meant to do in the past or will do in the 
future. Till Nimmo presents his commission 
as spokesman of the people of .the United 
States, authenticated by at least a few million 
signatures, he must expect to be treated as an 
impostor. 

This is what Nimmo says: 


The people of this country put the present Repub- 
lican Administration in power on the promise to 
pass just such a /aw ag the McKinley Tariff act, 
and I believe that the exposure of the ridiculous 
pretexts on which the recent election went 
against the grand old party willlead them to sus- 
tain that law in 1892.” 


What are his means of information? Where 
has he been since the election? With whom 
has he talked? Has he conversed with any of 
the tens of thousands of Republicans between 
Massachusetts and Colorado who voted against 
the McKinley bill on the 4th or kept away 
from the polls because they couid not swallow 
it? Has he heard their reasons for acting as 
they did? Has he heard any expressions of 


The sad plight of these colonists recalls the 
experiences of Tartarin and his Tarasconians 
in their Australian settlement, but the circum- 
stances differ. Tartarin was the dupe of a 
Belgian swindler. The colonists at Topolo- 
bampo are the dupes of a theory, the victims 
of cranks. Their colonyis based upon a kind of 
mixture of communistic infatuation with the 
Bellamy delusion, Their experience is a hard 
one, and as usual it is the poor and the ig- 
norant who suffer, The theorists and cranks 
themselves take precious care that others 
shall test their fads while they live in comfort 
and enjoy the blessings of the society which 
they continually are assailing. Itis to be hoped 
some way may be found of relieving these 
victims of Topolobampo and bringing them 
home again. So far as communistic notions 
or ideas of Bellamy’s paradise are concerned 
they are cured sufficiently, and now common 
humanity suggests that they should be res- 
cued from the plight in which they find them- 
selves. No law can reach the leaders who are 
responsible for this suffering, but strict jus- 
tice would demand that they be held ac- 
countable in heavy damages for the misery 
they have indirectly occasioned. The least 
they can do, after witnessing the pitiable con- 
dition of their dupes, is to keep quiet in the 
future and to realize if they can the folly of 
interference with divine plansin the regula- 
tion of the world, and the equal folly of sup- 
posing that they can run the affairs of society 
better than the majority of good men and 
women, or make over human nature—a task 
which Divine Providence itself cannot accom- 
plish. 


ELECTRICAL EARCUTION ON TRIAL. 

Shibuya Jugiro, a Japanese confined in the 
Sing Sing Penitentiary undér sentence of 
death for murder, must be the next victim of 
death by electricity. His attorneys have made 
a futile effort to save him by applying to the 
United States Supreme Court, setting forth 
the same plea that was offered in Kemmler’s 
case—namely: that the punishment is “ cruel 


and unusual within the meaning of the Con- 


stitution, and hence the New York law is un- 
constitutional and the prisoner should be re- 
leased. The case of Kemmler was cited as 
proof of the cruel character of the execution, 
and the contention was made that the statute 
had been sustained on the basis that death by 
electricity must be instantaneous and painless, 
whereas the reverse was shown. The court, 
however, refused to take this view of the case 
and, evidently believing that the law was ef 
fective and did not provide a punishment that 
was either cruel or unusual, refused to inter- 
fere. The unlucky Jap, therefore, will have 
to take Kemmler’s punishment. The decision 
of the conrt is what might have been expected, 
for it never yet has consented to override the 
jurisdiction of the States in carrying out their 
criminal statutes. The question of death by 
electricity, therefore, may be considered as 
settled so far as the courts are concerned, and 
it will be useless to appeal to them in behalf 
of any criminal in the future. 

While Shibuya Jugiro must gothe way of 
Kemmler, it still remains true that this ques- 
tion has not been settled yet at the bar of 
public opinion. The majority of the people 
of New York believe that the punishment of 
Kemmler was a cruelty amounting to torture 
of an unnecessary kind. They share the senti- 
ment of the Jap’s attorneys that Kemmler 
was burned at the wire instead of the stake. 
Expert authority itself is divided on the ques- 
tion. One set of scientists asserts that 
Kemmler died instantly and painlessly, while 
another set asserts the opposite view, and 
some even claim that he might have been re- 
suscitated. Death by electricity, therefore, is 
still on trial, and its advocates must make 
short, sharp work of the Jap to commend it 
to public opinion, which now is prejudiced 
against it. His execution will be scrutinized 
closely, and if the law is administered in the 
bungling manner which characterized the 
taking off of Kemmler there is little doubt 
that the people of New York will rise en masse 
and demand its repeal. On the other hand, 
if, aided by the experiences of the first execu- 
tion, the second shows itself effective, there is 
just as little doubt that while popular senti- 
ment may prefer hanging there will be no 


along. It is equally safe to say that all sensi- 
ble Republicans are in favor of full and free 
reciprocity with Canada.

RETURNING REASON ON THE PARNELL 
AFFAIR. 


Whether it is because of his American en- 
vironment or his innate political sagacity, Mr. 
William O’Brien, the Irish member of Parlia- 
ment and journalist now at Cincinnati, and 
who is to visit Chicago tomorrow in the com- 
pany of Mr. Dillon, talks good sense in ref- 
erence to the Parnell crisis, He prefers the 
cause of his country to blind devotion toa 
self-disabled leader. He is not unmindful of 
the obligations of himself and his countrymen 
to Mr. Gladstone and to the Liberal party, 
which following Mr. Gladstone’s lead made 
home rule the first article of its political 
program. Mr. O’Brien’s cablegram ad- 
dressed to his colleagues in London probably 
expresses the views of his associates in this 
country, Messrs. Dillon, T. P. O'Connor, and 
Sullivan. He says: 

In view of our obligations to Mr. Gladstone, the 
interest of our cause, and the responsibilities we 
have contracted to the Irish tenantry on the faith 
of a general election fought in cordial alliance 
with the Liberal party, I would earnestly recom- 
mend the party to open immediate friendly com- 
munications with Mr. Gladstone, 

To open friendly communications with Mr. 
Gladstone means, of course, that Mr. Parnell 
must be thrown over or retired. Mr. O’Bnen’s 
paper, United Ireland, utters similar senti- 
ments. It says: “ Fidelity to Ireland over- 
rides fidelity to Mr. Parnell.” Mr. Justin 
McCarthy, Mr. Sexton, Dr. Cummins, John 
Barry, and all the other level-headed men of 
the party say that Mr. Parnell must retire to 
save the home rule cause. a 

Only the hot-heads and the irresponsibles 
talk in favor of Mr. Parnell’s continued 
leadership. The two persons named in 
the cable messages who urge defiance of 
Mr. Gladstone’s wishes are John O’Connor, 
an ex-Fenian, whose foolish utterances 
and more foolish actions have  fur- 
nished much “campaign material to the 
London Tory papers, and ope Joseph Nolan, 
who nearly wrecked the party a few years 
ago by introducing some of the American 
dynamitards into the House of Commons 
without consulting his colleagues or inquiring 
closely into the antecedents of the visitors, 
The views of two such irresponsibles as Nolan 
and John O'Connor can have no weight with 
sensible Irishmen as compared with the 
thoughtful and well-weighed utterances of 
men like William O’Brien, T. P. O’Connor, 
Thomas Sexton, and Justin McCarthy. They 
urge Mr. Parnell’s retirement, and they have 
the courage to make their urgings a demand. 

The English Liberals with remarkable una- 
nimity sustain the position taken by Mr. Glad- 
stone. There is nota dissenting voice. Even 
Mr. Labouchére, who has stood by Mr. Par- 
nell from the commencement of his parlia- 
mentary career, now abandons him. His 
conduct during the last three or four days has 
intensified the feeling againsthim. He hasnot 
behaved as a man of honor. He has been dis- 
ingenuous, selfish, callous, and unfaithful. 
He could have retired with honor Tuesday 
after his party elected him Chairman. He 
must now retire, but not with honor. The 
Irish people through their representatives will 
urge it. The English Liberals demand it. 
The Tory enemies of the Irish and self-seeking 
Irish satellites alone wish that he may stay. 
For the future he can only be useful to the 
enemies of his country. 


THE DECLINE IN STOCKS. 

More than once in the last three weeks Tun 
Txursuws has made the point that the decline 
in railroad stocks was not so great as to justi- 
fy alarm in commercial circles, that it might 
be most properly regarded as simply a sink- 
ing back from the undue inflation of the 
spring and summer months, and was in no 
sense a barometric indication of general busi- 
ness distress. The position is confirmed by 
comparison of the figures published in tabular 
form by the New York Bulletin, showing the 
highést and lowest prices for many of the 
leading stocks during the last fourteen years, 
which include the great weakness of 1877. 

The average of prices for sixty of these 
properties furnishes a much better basis for 
judgment than would the range on any one of 
them, as it is free from the irregularities due 
to individual changes in management or 
patronage. This average was about 23 cents 
on thedollar of face value April 23, 1877, 
which was the lowest point for many years 
previous to 1880, though many other stocks 


tricts which are represented now by Republic- 
ans, who had brought down on their heads the 
special wrath of their constituents by voting 
for the McKinley bill.

This differente 
of 10 per cent shows that a certain number of 
Republicans voted for Democratic candidates 
in these twenty-two districts to emphasize 
their disapproval of the conduct of their Rep- 
resentatives. 

Taking the State as a whole, the Democratic 
falling off is nearly 12.5 per cent. Had the 
Democrats done no better than the State av 
erage in the Republican districts they would 
have polled about 18,000 less votes than they 
did. It is a fair conclusion, therefore, that 
that number of votes was furnished them by 
angry Republicans who wanted to get even 
with Representatives towards whom they did 
not have the kindest feelings because they 
suspected them of a designto make theircloth- 
mg cost them more. These 18,000 votes were 
nearly 5 per cent of the total number of Re- 
publicans voting in the twenty-two districts in 
1888. Can the Republican party afford to lose 
them? If they stay away New York becomes 
Democratic past redemption, 

Yet in spite of these facts the McKinleyites 
say: “Stand by your guns; do not retreat un- 
der fire; the people will see in the course of 
time that we are right. Among these “ stand- 
by-your-guns ” fellows isCongressman Belden 
of the Twenty-fifth District. In 1888 he got 
24,672 votes and his*-Democratic competitor 
6,691. This year he gets 18,282 and the Demo- 
crat 11,455. That at least 4,800 Republicans, 
or between a fifth and sixth of the full party, 
strength in the district, left their party and 
voted for a Democrat does not seem to have 
the least effect on Mr. Belden’s complacency.

Queer Complications Arising in the Kansas 
Legislature, 

Torzxa, Kas., Nov. 27.—[Special.]—At the 

meeting of the State Board of Canvassers last 


Monday V. E. Lobdell, Delegate-elect from 


Lane County, demanded a certificate of elec- 
tion as member of the i on the 
ground that the Constitution said that each 
count? in the State which has 250 voters 
should be entitled to a representative. The 
demand was refused and an applhcation was 
made to the Supreme Court for a writ of 
mandamus to compel the board to issue the 
certificate, There are eighteen other dele- 
tes entitled to full membership on 
same ground. The Constitution also 
limits the number of members to 126. 
If the delegates are admitted an equal num- 
ber of members-elect from the more 22 
counties will have to be pees to keep the 
number within the constitutional limit. The 
delegates a to Ingalis in case they 
are seated, they will give him eighty-three 
votes on joint number uired to 
elect. If they are not seated Senator 
Ingalls is defeated the plan of the Repub- 
licans is to contest the election of his success- 
ful opponent in the United States Senate on 
the ground that the delegates were entitled to 
their seats, and that their votes would have 
elected him. If they are seated and an equal 
number of members-elect are not dropped the 
House will number 148 members, or eighteen 
more than the Constitution A for, and
